days alter, go to Vater mans Hall near the Old Swan, and 


enquire for the Clerk, to whom relate your Buſineſs, tel- 
ling him the Name of the Perſon that is the Aggreſſor, 
or the Number of his Boat. 

This being done, the Clerk will ſummon him to attend 
at the Hall, and anſwer the Complaint you have againſt 
him, where you will be ſure to have Juſtice done ou, 
und the Perſon puniſh'd as the Fault deſerves.
